TWO OF SPAIN’S MINISTERS RESIGN. 


Effect May Be Salutary to the Cuban 
Insurgents. 

Madrid, Dec. 18.—The Minister of Works, 
Sehor Bosch, has resigned from the Cabinet 
in order to clear himself from charges con- 
nected with the municipal scandals over the 
misgovernment of Madrid which are agitat- 
ing the public mind. Sefior Romerobledo, 
Minister of Justice, has also resigned in con- 
nection with the municipgl scandals; but it 
is. understood that, in addition to this, he 
disagrees with the policy Captain-General 
Campos is pursuing in Cuba. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.~In diplomatic 
circles here it is said the Cabinet crisis in 
Spain will. have no effect ‘on the policy of 
Epain toward Cuba, nor in any way affect 
diplomatic or other general questions. The 
crisis is due to a local contest in Madrid into 
which some of the Cabinet Ministers have 
been drawn. It is possible the resignation 
of the Minister of Justice may result in ex- 
ecuting the plan of Cuban reforms sooner 
than had been contemplated. These re- 
forms, giving limited autonomy to Cuba, 
were adopted last March, but the Minister 
of Justice has withheld their execution be- 
cause the island was in rebellion. The Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs has had no part in 
the local ‘contest in Madrid, so that his re- 
tirement will mot occur under any circum- 
stunces. 


CUBANS ARE ACQUITTED AT NASSAU. 


No Case Is Found Against the Alleged 
Filibusters. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—The State De- 
partment received a dispatch today stating 
that the twenty-one Cubans on trial in 
Nassau, on the charge of conducting a fili- 
bustering expedition from this country, 
were acquitted yesterday after a trial last- 
ing only ten minutes.

PUERTO RICO’S REVOLT IS SERIOUS. 


Governor-General Asks Spain to Send 
More Troops. 

Puert oRico, Dec. 13.—Great excitement has 
been caused here by the discovery of a con- 
spiracy to overthrow the Spanish rule on 
this island. Many persons who form a 
branch of the Marti Revolutionary club of 
New York have been arrested and are now in 
prison in San Juan awaiting trial. The Gov- 
ernor-General has cabled to Spain for more 
troops. 

New York, Dec. 13.~—The Puerto Rico revo- 
lutionary party has adopted a flag identical 
with the Cuban flag, but the arangements of 
the colors are different. It has five wide hor- 
izontal stripes, three bright red and two 
white. On the left side is a triangle of bright 
blue, the base being the staff edge and the 
apex being in the middle of the red center 
stripe. In the center of this blue triangle is 
one white star. The star stands for Puerto 
Rico, the blue around it signifies it is in the 
midst of the sea, which separates it from 
Spain, the mother country being represent- 
ed by the red stripes. The white stripes rep- 


‘resent the republics which were once prov- 


inces of Spain, but which have gained their 
independence through revolution.
